Mines in the southern "West Virginia 
field dependent on tio Chesapeake & 
Ohio- railroad --for

Production in the entire non-union 
field has Increased -with such rapidity 
that the railroad has been unable to 
supply sufficient cars. The shortage 
exists it Logan, Boone, Fayette and 
Raleigh and a portion of Kanawha 
counties. Kanawha, the only county 
in the entire southern part 'of the 
state which was unionized, ia pro- 
ducing coal from mines operated by 
noh-unicn miners. Of a total of 221 
mines in Kanawha county, all were 
idle on April 1. At present 45 are 
working. 


Logan county leads, in production, 


railroad figures shearing that

cars of coal wars produced during 
the week ending Saturday, May 13, a 
total of 110 of the 135 mines attaining 
.this output. The normal dally output 
of the 135 mines in Logan county is 
50.000 tons.
